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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 13 and 15 are objected to as being directed to non- 
statutory subject matter and have been withdrawn from further 
consideration. 

2. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

3. This application contains the following inventions or groups 
of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

4. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claims 1-9, drawn to a method for the production of 
a cellular allogeneic vaccine. 

Group II, claims 10-12 and 14, drawn to a cellular 
allogeneic vaccine. 

5. The inventions listed as Groups I-II above do not relate to 
a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, 
under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reason: 

The invention of Group I and II have no special technical 
feature that defined the contribution over the prior art of Oh 
et al. (2001) . 

Oh et al. (2001) discloses a method comprising the steps of 
isolating APCs from a subject (a C57BL/6 mouse) , pulsing the 
APCs with peptide antigen, and treating the APCs with 
neuraminidase (an- agent capable of removing sialic acid - see 
pg. 405, column 2) . 

6. Since Applicant's inventions do not contribute a special 
technical feature when viewed over the prior art they do not 
have a single general inventive concept and so lack unity of 
invention. 

7. Accordingly, Groups I-II are not so linked as to form a 
single general inventive concept and restriction is proper. 
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8. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be 
complete must include an election of the invention to be 
examined even though the requirement be traversed (37 CFR 
1.143) .
